Thirty-one Head Average $257.75—$490.00 Top 


The pure bred Aberdeen-Angus auction 
sale held under the auspices of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion at the Twenty-ninth Annual Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition at Chicago on 
Wednesday afternoon, December 3, 1930, 
was considered as a very successful event. 
The catalog inquiry was far in excess of 
that of any former year. The pavillion was 
packed in spite of the fact that there were 
so many other things going on to detract 
from the sale. One thing certain the men 
on the seats did not intend to pay more for 
any animal than was absolutely necessary. 
The auctioneers Cols. Kraschel and Cooper 
labored diligently in their task of unlocking 
purses. Only occasionally did the bidders 
enter into a regular talkfest and then only 
upon special provocation by the way of 
something extra choice. The tendency gen- 
erally was to hold prices down. However 
the demand was keen up to certain levels 
above which prices were carried but a sin- 
gle bid in most instances. In other words 
when the bidder shook his head “No,” there 


was no come back, he had finished. The 
prices received under these circumstances, 
although not what they should have been, 
are taken as a basis of present day conser- 
vative judgment, indicating clearly that the 
cattle business is anchored upon a good 
sound, substantial foundation right now. 
There were but thirty-one head cata- 
logued and sold at the very good average of 
$257.75. There were no high spots to carry 
along those that went on a lower plane. 
The nineteen bulls sold at an average of

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SERVICE TO THE BREED IS OUR CONSTANT AIM

The ninth annual fat cattle show at the Bourbon Stock Yards, 
Louisville, last week (November 10 to 15) proved to be one of the 
most successful ever held there. In fact, when one considers the 
various unfavorable conditions with which fat cattle producers have 
been faced this year it may be said to have been the most success- 
ful show and sale ever held in the state. The cattle were brought 
to the show and sale in higher condition than was expected and 
they sold for slightly higher prices than most people had anticipat- 
ed. During the nine years of this show there has not been one at 
which all the exhibitors were so well pleased with the results of 
the show and the prices received 
for the cattle. 

The Garrard County Baby 
Beef Club added more honors to its 
high record at this show when its 
15 head of choice Aberdeen-Angus 
baby beeves were awarded the 
grand championship. The grand 
champion individual steer of the 
show was awarded to a beautiful 
black calf which was fitted and 
shown by Paul Rich, a Garrard 
county boy who took the same hon- 
ors in 1928. The calf was bred by 
Dr. S. O. Sublette, Versailles, Ky., 
and sold, along with 15 others, to 
the Garrard county club _ last 
spring. This calf was the most 
pleasing grand champion that has 
been selected since Garvey Hay- 
don, Washington county club boy 
won it in 1922 with a prime Short- 
horn. In fact some of the packer 
buyers said this was the best baby 
beef steer they had ever seen. 

Although young Rich won the 
highest honors of the show he did 
not have an easy time working his 
way to the top. Albert Ward, 
Washington county club boy who 
won the championship last year on 
an Aberdeen-Angus calf was there 
this year with a great Aberdeen- 
Angus calf which he had purchased 
from J. Harvey Allen, Fayette 
county breeder. This calf had 
many admirers and because of his 
higher finish some of the judges wanted to place him up. Then 
Miss Mamie Matherly, Washington county girl, had the best Short- 
horn of the show and was placed in third position in the club show 
which meant she would have won the championship had the other 
two not been there because her calf was considered about the equal 
of the others which went over her. This calf was bred by S. D. 
Mitchell, Fayette county breeder. 

_The Garrard and Washington County Baby Beef Clubs which 
again fought it out for high honors at the show are under the su- 
pervision of County Agents R. B. McClure and Troll Young. These 
men did a good job with their club work this year and deserve a 
great deal of credit for bringing their calves to the show in such

high condition. M. S. Garside, assistant club leader for Kentucky, 
is the specialist in charge of the baby beef club work for the state 
and he has been a busy man during the past summer keeping the 
county agents and club members at their work under the unfavor- 
able conditions for finishing calves. 

The grand champion steer of the show was bought by Swift & 
Company, Chicago, Illinois, for $31.00 a hundred pounds. He weigh- 
ed 830 pounds and brought $257.30. The reserved grand champion 
(an Aberdeen-Angus also) which was shown by Albert Ward 
weighed 1,130 and sold for 17 cents a pound or $192.10. The grand 
champion carload (all Aberdeen- 
Angus) was bought by the Charles 
Deckel meat market, Louisville, at 
$14.75. The twenty-three carloads 
of calves that were shown by the 
junior club members sold for an 
average of $12.25 a hundred weight 
and the 572 calves sold by the club 
members which included their 
throwouts made an average of 
$11.72 a hundred pounds. The 895 
cattle that passed through the sale 
ring during the day sold for an 
average of $11.51 a hundred 
pounds. 

The Louisville show was divid- 
ed into three parts: Junior 4-H 
clubs, Smith-Hughes agricultural 
high schools, and adult feeders. 
Championships were awarded in 
each division, and the single steer 
and carload winners then brought 
together for the grand champion- 
ships. 

In the agricultural high school 
division, the Clark County High 
school at Winchester, where J. W. 
Holland is in charge of the agri- 
cultural work, won major honors, 
taking the carload championship. 
James Quisenberry, of this school, 
with Aberdeen-Angus, won _ the 
championship for individual calves, 
with an Aberdeen-Angus. The 
Vissman Packing Company paid 
$15.50 a hundred for his calf, while 
the Clark county carload sold to 
the United Dressed Beef Company, of New York, for $13.50. 

Bottorff Bros., Goshen, Ky., won major honors in the adult 
feeders’ classes with Aberdeen-Angus. Armour & Company paid 
$13.50 for their best light load and the United Dressed Beef Com- 
pany paid $13.25 for their best light carload. 

The Clark County High school, under the direction of J. W. 
Holland, contributed materially to the success of the Smith-Hughes 
High school division. The teaching of agriculture in high schools 
is being ably conducted throughout the state by F. G. Burd, state 
director of vocational agricultural education. 

Among the Clark County High school students showing cattle

Illinois Girl Wins Grand Champion 4-H Club 


Again has the management of the Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition demonstrat- 
ed the true worth of this great show as an 
educational institution. Assembled from 
every corner of these United States and 
portions of Canada were exhibits superior 
in most instances to those of other years. 
The grain and the live stock both showed 
marked improvement, indicating a steady 
forward movement on the part of agricul- 
ture. The gates swung open Friday to 
admit college and non-collegiate teams in 
contests of all kinds. Saturday saw the 
boys and girls 4-H Club come into action 
in earnest. Announcer “Gene” Irwin, of 
Illinois, sent a call over the megaphone 
saying that Judge W. L. Blizzard of the 
Oklahoma A. & M. College at Stillwater was 
ready to place the ribbons. Immediately 
boys and girls and calves began to flow in- 
to the big arena from each entrance. First 
to come were the Herefords, and good ones 
they were, perhaps the best lot as a whole 
that breed had ever presented. Plenty of 
material in either class for the grand cham- 
pionship contest. As much might be said 
for the Shorthorns even though there were 
not so many—this being the light end of the 
show as to numbers. The Herefords ranked 
second numerically while the Bonnie Blacks 
looked like a veritable sea of lamp black. 
Sleek, smooth, and quality supreme. The 
roll call showed the largest numbers of any. 
Judge Blizzard worked fast and yet quite 
deliberate were his decisions. There was 
before him, each time a string of calves 
appeared, a big task for there were no out- 
standing tops—that is the top dozen or in 
some cases two dozen were about as even as 
though they had been specially cast in the 
same mould. Had there been a single out- 
standing calf to start with the task would 
have been easy but when it was necessary 
to carefully weigh the merits of ten or a 
dozen or perhaps twice that many before a 
start-could well be made, the task entailed 
some real labor. In most instances the 
calves could have been eliminated from the 
top one by one for quite some distance 
down the line before one would have come 
to a calf that would not have made a reason- 
ably satisfactory champion. The boys and 
girls stood the test about as well as did the 
calves. A lad displaying the true spirit of 
sportsmanship was asked if his former 
champion had won his class and this was 
his reply: “Nope, but they didn’t beat him 
very bad. He stood second, and that’s 
something in this big show.” Fact of the 
matter is we all too often overlook some 
bright lad or lass in the second or third or 
perhaps the fourth place that is really just 
about as deserving of attention as the final 
winner. 

When the first class of nineteen Aber- 
deen-Angus calves came out and James 
Thornton, of New Berlin, Illinois, worked 
his way to the top of the list with a won- 
derfully well balanced bullock that handled 
like silk the ringside seemed satisfied that 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed stood a pretty 
good chance to go through to the cham- 
pionship over all breeds. Next him stood 
another calf, this one owned by Agnes Marie 
Fassett, of Reynolds, Illinois, that looked 
like he might take care of the job if given 


a chance. To make sure that Illinois was 
not to be pushed aside Russell Kern of 
Springfield placed his good calf third. So 
far it looked like the Aberdeen-Angus can- 
didates had the best of the show. 

The next classes were larger and with the 
increased number to come an even better 
quality of calves. The Aberdeen-Angus 
class of forty-three made Judge Blizzard 
scratch his chin and smile a bit before he 
started to give them the once over. It was 
not the easiest job in the world to find a 
beginning. Away down at the end of the 
string stood Sarah Ann Tolan and her calf 
Chocolate. Sarah was out to win. A great 
calf, a son of last year’s International grand 
champion Eileenmere 15th, a black eyed girl 
with bright sweater coat and a real Killar- 
ney smile couldn’t be missed by any judge 
who was at all human. When the calves had 
finally been lined up, this one stood at the 
top. Kenneth Kinsinger of Chenoa, Illinois, 
stood next with a calf that made the top 
one stand on his toes, and in third place 
young John Tolan, a full brother to Sarah 
Ann, stood grinning and working with his 
steer, hoping all the while that the judge 
might move him into first place. 

‘’he junior class contained but twenty-two 
calves, however they were a strong lot too. 
This time our girlie, Shirley Colclasure, of 
Aledo, Illinois, whose picture appeared not 
so long ago on the front cover of the 
Journal, together with her pony and pet 
collie, came forward with an attractive little 
calf that the judge and the ringside liked 
just fine. She went to the top of the class 
and was followed by Robert Stanley, of 
Earlham, Iowa, and his Iowa grahd cham- 
pion calf. Young Tim Pierce placed third 
thus bringing Illinois again close to the top. 

When it came to breed championship 
James Thornton, Sarah Ann Tolan and Shir- 
ley Colclasure led their calves into the 
ring. Once they were lined up it was evi- 
dent that the fight would be between the 
two older calves as they were carrying more 
finish and were more ready. After com- 
paring carefully these two calves the cham- 
pionship ribbon was awarded to Sarah Ann’s 
calf, Chocolate. In the finals where all 
breeds competed this same calf Chocolate 
reigned supreme, carrying away the grand 
champion ticket over all breeds in the Jun- 
ior Feeding Contest.

“Jimmy Goes Over 


Pure Bred Missouri Calf is Grand Champion 


For the seventh time was Judge Walter 
Biggar, of Dalbeattie, Scotland, greeted 
with a veritable sea of fat bullocks in the 
International judging arena. There were 
beautiful Whitefaces, perhaps the best the 
breed has yet brought forward at this ex- 
osition; there were Shorthorns of various 
hues, the equal in quality if not better than 
heretofore; there were Red Polls, more 
than usual; and splendid classes of Aber- 
deen-Angus. Each in turn gave up a 
worthy champion. The classes by ages pre- 
sented some knotty problems for the judge 
as there was an abundance of acceptable 
first prize and championship timber in 
each. The champions by breeds afforded 
no easier task. When arrayed for the final 
grand champion contest over all breeds 
Judge Biggar found the best lot of bullocks 
that it has ever been his pleasure to work 
on in this International arena. That the 
honor should have fallen to the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed is a commendation for which 
the supporters of that breed are truly 
proud. he beautiful roan Canadian Short- 
horn bullock was about the toughest com- 
petition the International has as yet afford- 
ed. His shortcomings were almost negligi- 
ble, nevertheless they were sufficiently im- 
portant when compared with the smoothly 
turned Doddie to give the preference to the 
latter animal—Jimmy, from the “show me” 
state of Missouri. Jimmy had been selected 
and fed by Edna Mae Brown, daughter of 
Herdsman Jesse Brown with the J. F. Mc- 
Kenny herd at King City, Missouri. 

The little lady showed her steer to the 
grand championship in the 4-H classes and 
the open classes at the 1930 Missouri State 
Fair and later captured the grand cham- 
pionship ribbons at the Interstate fair at 
St. Joseph, Missouri, where the calf was 
sold at auction. Mr. McKenny purchased 
the calf at 49 cents per pound because he 
thought the calf good enough to visit the 
International. 

Jimmy was returned to the McKenny 
farm where he immediately fell into the 
hands of Jesse Brown who finished fitting 
him for the Chicago show. That Mc. Mc- 
Kenny’s judgment was good was clearly 
demonstrated when Judge Biggar indicated 
that the grand championship ribbon should 
be placed on the Missouri calf and the 
Breakwater Hotel of Atlantic City saw fit 
to pay $2.50 per pound for him in the auc- 
tion sale. Jimmy proved a very popular 
grand champion and served as a clearcut 
demonstration of the fact that it requires 
the very best from the beginning and with 
it all strict attention to development at the 
hands of the party in charge of the feeding 
operations. This together with showman- 
ship makes a complete setting for the fin- 
als, and this is the combination represented 
in this winning. The talent at the end of 
the Shorthorn bullock’s halter is considered 
the best on the continent, thus affording a 
situation most difficult to overcome. <A 
close battle is all the more glorious. 

The junior yearling class of forty-one 
bullocks was about the best class for this 
age ever to have been presented in the 
Aberdeen-Angus section. It was a pleasure 
to see the new firm of Miller & emp, at 


Olin, Iowa, go to the head of the class with 
an exceptionally well balanced bullock 
named Blackcap Model, a pure bred steer 
sired by Earl Eric Marshall 392402 by Earl 
Marshall and out of Blackcap W. 4th 387- 
708 by Eclintus 363625. This was a deep 
meated bullock, right in every way but for 
a slight tendency toward upstandingness. 
A beautiful top and smooth from end to 
end, very pleasing head and excellent spring 
of rib and exceptionally good lines. Next 
him stood another pure bred bullock, this 
one from Iowa State College. Model Type 
by name, sired by Harvest Model 387320 by 
Bardell 219160 and out of College Black- 
bird 9th 387509 by Gay Baronet 333878. 
There were many others in the class that 
were of first prize calibre and with the ab- 
sence of those above them likely candidates 
for the finals. Judge Biggar went over 
them carefully. Put them on parade and 
pulled out twenty-three for the first draw. 
Again he went through similar tactics and 
pulled out but sixteen, sending all the rest 
to the barns. 

In the summer yearling division it seem- 
ed that there would be no end to the num- 
ber of calves desiring consideration. When 
the gates had closed a total of fifty-five 
calves had lined up along the rail, com- 
pletely filling more than one-half the rail- 
ing line of the entire arena. Judge Biggar 
tackled the big job with a stern resolution 
to find a calf that would suit best his ideal. 
He went over them quickly, ordered a walk, 
and pulled out twenty-six head which were 
gone over very carfully, walked again and 
reduced the second time to seventeen head. 
By this time, after other champions had 
been retired without final consideration, 
the seventeen at hand looked about like so 
many marbles in a sack. Soon the Missouri 
entry owned by J. F. McKenny of King 
City, caught the eye of the judge and was 
advanced to the top of the line. This 
calf “Jimmy” is a pure bred sired by Ban- 
dolan 387804, he by Bandolier 296692, and 
out of Blackcap Blackie 3d 382211, by Fair- 
view Lad B. 359299. This calf had already 
been highly honored at two great calf club 
shows where he had carried away the grand 
championship ribbons. This was a nice 
straight calf, clean, and trim from end to 
end, nicely covered, and smooth as an eel. 
Next to him stood Briarcliff Amos, shown 
by Briarcliff Farms of Pine Plains, New 
York, to many high honors in the Eastern 
states expositions. A pure bred steer sired 
by Envidon of Glencarnock 417423, he by 
Faultless Pass 251056, and out of Erica 
Energy 80th 407228, by Bar Marshall 11th 
380400. This was an outstanding individ- 
ual and a very hard contender for first 
place. Third position was filled by Eston’s 
Model, a pure bred shown by Iowa State 
College, and sired by Harvest Model 387- 
320 by Bardell 219160. His dam being Es- 
ton’s Blackcap 3d 340173 by Brevier 243721. 

Thirty-eight senior calves came forward 
in the next showing. On the first walk they 
were reduced to twenty-two. The next trip 
brought the number down to sixteen, when 
the real work of selection began. This pro- 
cess was not much different from the form- 
er performances any more than some new 


entries came floating toward the top. The 
University of Minnesota won this section 
with a pure bred steer sired by Revolution 
16th 398669, by Blackcap Revolution 287269 
and out of Alphus 3d 399631 by Elixir Earl 
333418. This was a very high class calf 
winning over two very strong entries from 
Iowa State College. ‘They being Just Rite, 
a son of Elate E. E. 369307 by Elate 2d 
325089 and out of Blackcap Girl Ex 2d 
396832 by Evictor 2d 338447; and Entoria’s 
Model by Harvest Model and out of Entoria 
Marshall 382409 by Earl Marshall 183780, 
respectively. 

Thirteen junior calves completed the 
single entry showing. In this section the 
University of Kentucky came to the head of 
the class with a sweet calf called Kentucky 
Jock. He being sired by Blackbird Sublette 
2d 412851 by Earl Marshall of Lavillon 
388800. Robert Collins of Liscomb, Iowa, 
placed his calf Bud in second position. This 
being a son of Lassiter 320678 by Black- 
bird Star 2d 223776. Purdue University 
placed third with Black Evictor 3048 by 
Blackcapper Harrison 18th 400386 by Black 
Marshall 11th 361907, an International 
grand champion bull, and out of Eulima 
95th 413618 a daughter of Bar Marshall 6th 
369881. 

Meanwhile the other breeds had brought 
forth most excellent championship material. 
Here in the Aberdeen-Angus finals which 
proved to be a battle between pure breds 
there was little difficulty in making Jimmy 
the grand champion. ‘True the Miller & 
Kemp entry forced the battle to the limit. 
When the great finals came the crowd as- 
sembled in hordes, there was no place to 
walk. Everyone wished to see the judge 
pick his grand champion over all breeds. 
Soon the task was finished and Jimmy 
came through with flying colors. Then the 
flashlights. Pictures and more pictures, 
both calf and those interested in appearing 
with him were most worn out before night- 
fall. In the north barn in a specially pre- 
pared placed Jimmy looked quite happy be- 
neath the grand championship banner. In 
the other pen his contemporary, the reserve 
Shorthorn, appeared quite as contented. 

There were fourteen entries in the group 
of three steers. Such a showing as this 
made. Briarcliff carried this honor with 
three pure bred steers and Iowa State Col- 
lege followed with three more. The Univer- 
sity of Minnesota came next with three 
other pure breds. Briarcliff won also the 
three steer group in competition with all 
breeds as well as the get of sire in the open 
competition. Thus closing the steer episode 
of 1930 with a complete Black score card. 
The placings were as follows:

Rapidly are the 4-H’ers passing 
from the kindergarten stage in animal production to more advanc- 
ed positions. In hundreds of instances are these youngsters ad- 
vanced in judgment and ability to fit and finish live stock for 
show and market purposes to a position comparable to that occu- 
pied by students who are turning gray in the service. 

These keen, thinking boy and girls assure a beter future for 
agriculture for they understand more thoroughly than any other 
generation of youngsters of this nation the actual problems of farm 
life.

The annual meeting of the American Aberdeen-Angus Br 
ers Association held at the Saddle and Sirloin Club, Union gre : 
Yards, Chicago, was well attended. Delegates from most of ra 
states were present to take part in the discussions and the 
voting. The business was quietly and quickly disposed of = 
mediately following the banquet at which several speakers took 
part. During the dinner hour Smoke Meier of Iowa and Gen 
Irwin of Illinois acted as song leaders. The banqueters an 
allowed to find places at will at the tables which had been get for 
six or eight each, thus the assemblage brought together breeders 
from many corners of the continent. A general talkfest interfere

Duncan Marshall in his characteristic forceful manner pre-

Out of the ordinary was the splendid talk given by Jimmy 
Poole the dean of market reporters and expert prognosticato;, 
Mr. Poole declared that the cattle business in so far as it relates 
to commercial market cattle is today occupying a rather uniqu 
position unprecedented in this country, facing a shortage since 
1926, beef is the only commodity that has been able to stage a 
come back. While there has been a decrease in supply there has 
been a corresponding decrease in consumption which has operated 
as a balance wheel in keeping price levels as they are. Just 
what will happen when employment is resumed and the demand 
increases is not so difficult to forecast. As a matter of fact 
the production of edible beef is not a hurry up job, rather i 
requires a period of approximately three years from the time of 
conception until the finished product is ready for market. Thus 


a shortage cannot be overcome in any short space of time. Reason- 
ing from this angle it is only logical to assume that the breeding 
business for many years to come is going to constantly and 
consistently improve. Especially is this true in the case of high 
class registered cattle as they must necessarily be the forerunner 
to improve beef. According to Mr. Poole the pure bred Aberdeer- 
Angus business as will be the case with other pure bred breeds 
sends forth a call to live, wide awake breeders to lay in their 
seed stock and be prepared for future demands, which undoubtedly 
will exceed any supply that can be brought about within the next 
few years. Mr. Poole’s talk was presented in a clearcut, concise 
form, driving home forcibly the necessity for widespread action 
in better beef production. So, On with the Doddies—supreme beef 
making institution of all beef breeds. 


Judges Allan and Biggar, both of Scotland greeted the audience | 


with a few pleasing remarks, reflecting their impression of the 
breeding classes and the fat bullocks respectively. It was good 
to have these two gentlemen with us and listen to their frank 
criticisms and the flattering compliments paid the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. 

At the conclusion of the banquet hour the annual meeting 
was called to order by President Thorne who spoke a few words 
of encouragement to those present and called for the reports of 
the secretary and treasurer, which showed the association to be in 
a very healthy condition despite a most embarassing year. A 
slight gain in treasury balance, transfers, and recording as com 
pared with decreases in other lines and other breeds certainly was 
complimentary to the breed and its management. Mr. Oakleigh 
Thorne was returned to the presidency; J. F. McKenny, of Missout, 
succeeded E. B. Laflin, of Nebraska, whose term as vice-president 
had expired. Directors W. H. Cooper, Otto V. Battles, J. Garrett 
Tolan and Oakleigh Thorne were elected to succeed themselves. 
J. V. Arney of Iowa was elected to succeed Earl G. Ryan whos 
term had expired as a director. Later in the board meeting Secte 
tary Tomhave was reelected, as was Treasurer D. H. McGilvray. 
The executive committee is composed of H. L. Hartley, S. C. Fuller 
ton and E. T. Davis.

Championships zo lowa and New York Herds 


M. Allan, of Ballintomb, Gran- 
Scotland, who visited the In- 
last year and saw there the 
greatest array of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
ever assembled on this continent came back 
this time in the capacity of judge for the 
breeding classes with high ideals and ex- 
tations that were not to be fully realiz- 
ed. He was disappointed in our bull show 
and so stated freely. The exhibits were 
not of the quality of last year. Dopesters 
had satisfied themselves as to what would 
occur at the International, but Judge Allan 
upset the dope, especially is this. true in 
the bull section. . 

For the first time in the history of the 
International since McHenry appeared on 
the scene that great herd which has come 
on down through the Eschers & Ryans and 
Harrison & Ryan was not present, owing 
to the transfer of the entire herd only too 
recently to allow its showing under the new 
management. 

A class of eight aged bulls first greeted 
Judge Allan. When he had finished the 
great bull Eventuation of Page 405575, 
owned and shown by Briarcliff Farms, 
Inc., Pine Plains, New York, stood at the 
head of the class. This bull has done re- 
markably well and carried on in fine shape 
from last year. He so pleased the judge as 
to be made senior and grand champion 
Aberdeen-Angus bull, thus taking top hon- 
ors to the Eastern States country this year. 

This bull is a son of Eventuation by 
Faultless Pass and is out of Evadell 2d the 
very fine show heifer in the John Fitch 
herd a few years ago, she being a grand- 
daughter of Earl Eric of Ballindalloch. 
Eventuation of Page won a number of sen- 
ior and grand championship honors for the 
Hartley Stock Farms last year and won his 
class at the 1928 International. This bull 
pleased the judge very much. 

Next to him stood Prizemere 115th shown 
by Congdon & Battles, a son of Blackmere 
29th 379956 by Prizemere 9th, and from 
Pride of Rosemere 75th, a bull that has io 
his credit many high honors this season as 
well as last and a strong contender here. 
Third position was held by Revolution 37th 
shown by Elliott Brown, being a son of 
Blackcap Revolution. A bull that has won 
for the Browns several first prize and 
championship tickets this fall. 

There were but five two year olds shown. 
The class being headed by Benedict of 
Woodcote 4th shown by Woodcote Stock 
Farms, a son of Imp. Elcho of Harviestoun 
313295 by Blackcap of Woodcote 9th 292777. 
Blackcap Benz 11th 439005, a bull that has 
campaigned successfully for the Blake 
Brothers this season stood second. He is a 
son of Blackcap Benz 5th and Blackcap 
Marjorie 4th. Third went to Elmore Harri- 
son 2d 415520 shown by D. E. Alexander, 
of Klamath Falls, Oregon. This was a son 
of Revolution 7th and Elmosa 2d. 

The class of eight senior yearling bulls 
was headed by Ames Plantation Pharaoh 
426768, shown by Ames Plantation, and sir- 
ed by Karl Marshall J. and out of Ames 
Plantation Papyra.

Nineteen senior bull calves were headed 
by Ames Plantation Brisco by Prizemere 
55th and out of Ames Plantation Bonnie, 
shown by Ames Plantation. Second went 
to Congdon & Battles showing Epponian of 
Rosemere 5th a son of Prizemere 32d and 
Epponia C. B. The Blake Brothers showed 
Burgess 4th of Page for third place, he be- 
ing sired by Glencarnock Revolution 6th 
and out of Miss Burgess Harrison 3d. The 
junior bull calf class contained thirteen en- 
tries and was headed by Ames Plantation 
Black Marvel by Erwin Marshall 2d and 


out of Ames Plantation Bernice. F. L. 
Bateman’s calf, Earl’s Knight, a son of 
Blackcap Glenn 5th stood second and the 
Congdon & Battles entry, Prizemere 201st 
held third place.

The Female Show. 

It was different in the female section. 
This year the quality was up to standard, 
in some instances above that level. Judge 
Allan wore a broad smile as he dug into the 
female classes for he was surely pleased 
with them. A great lot of broad backed, 
well finished cows and heifers from begin- 
ning to end. 

While there were but four animals in the 
aged cow class, every one had worn the 
purple at some prominent show this season. 
It remained for the wonderfully fine cow 
Key of Quality shown by Scripps Wildwood 
Farms to win the class. She was a great 
cow, champion the week before at the 
American Royal. A daughter of the Inter- 
national grand champion Quality Marshall 
by Earl Marshall and out of Keepsake of 
Wildwood 378023 by Errieboll of Bleaton. 
Her runnerup was found in Ermina of 
Woodcote 2d by Benedict of Woodcote 2d 
and out of Empress of Woodcote 2d by El- 
cho of Harviestoun. Eva of Rose Hill 2d a 
daughter of Excelsior Marshall and Eva of 
Knockanbuie J. 2d was shown by Elliott 
Brown for third place. This left Eriny’s 
Elmore 2d sired by Elmore 2d and out of 
Eriny of Keilburn for the fourth ticket, she 
being shown by Holmes Thompson of In- 
diana. 

It was a most pleasing sight to witness 
the two year old heifers enter the arena. 
Great massive young things in their prime 
—an even dozen of them coming out of as 
many as seven different states and yet all 
or nearly all of the same general conforma- 
tion. It was a pleasure to work on this 
class. Blackbird of Page 4th by Blackcap 
Revolution won the class. She being also a 
daughter of Blackbird Harrison 12th she in 
turn daughter of Blackcap Revolution. 
Shown by the Hartley Stock Farms. Second 
place was well filled by Barbara of Rose- 
mere 64th shown by Congdon & Battles and 
a beautiful daughter of Prizemere 32d and 
Barbara of Rosemere 40th. Third went to 
Ames Plantation Earline a splendidly turn- 
ed daughter of Earl Marshall J. and Ames 
Plantation Edyll. 

Eleven senior yearling heifers furnished 
a battle royal. Pure Pride of Page a beau- 
tiful daughter of Glencarnock Revolution 
6th, the bull recently purchased by H. D.
